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Sunday, May 16, was a fine, sunny day on Russian Hill. 
The scene, in its springtime clarity and freshness, 
extended far over the flashing blue Bay to shimmering 
distant hills. Your heart sang a song of youth here, and 
your steps were light, in this world of liquid crystal and 
planes of light, all splashed with color and sun-washed 
tints, under a high, deep sky of azure. 

By two o’clock in the afternoon the cars began to park 
in the vicinity of the California School of Fine Arts on 
Chestnut Street. Up and down the hill the people walked 
to the large green door in the tawny wall of the School. 
For this was a great day, the day of the invitational view¬ 
ing of the Sixty-ninth Annual Exhibition of Students’ 
Work, and of a reception therewith by your Board of 
Directors of the San Francisco Art Association (which 
Association maintains the School) and the School’s fac¬ 
ulty and students.

The large green door in the tawny wall kept swinging, 
like a tantalizing shutter, on a sprightly scene of color and 
festivity. Once inside, you caught your breath at the whole 
expanse of beauty in the patio of the School. The large, 
tiled pool at the center, now water-bordered with mari¬ 
golds and white gardenias, danced a silvery smile all 
around in sport with the breeze, which also lifted and 
lowered in slow cadence the overhead crossed bunting in 
the traditional red and yellow. The concourse of fashion¬ 
able people in their movements there, mottled with sun 
and color, seemed like flowers, while the sun glinted mer¬ 
rily from the array of things on the artistically arranged 
long tea-service-table across the patio. Over all was a buzz 
of happy voices. Moving around, you found the Women’s 
Auxiliary very much in evidence, presiding over the re¬ 
freshments, under the chairmanship of Mrs. Henry Fos¬ 
ter Dutton. 

Along the walls of the arcade, people moved in studi¬ 
ous contemplation of the usual display of drawings. But 





in the classrooms, where the exhibition of the day was on 
view, the spectators were far more animated. It was not 
unusual to see, in the fairly crowded rooms, an uncere¬ 
monious plucking of a sleeve, or a pointing, where some 
exhibit had aroused spontaneous enthusiasm. It was all 
very humanly appealing, both the students’ work and the 
reactions to it. One display that aroused unusual interest 
and surprise was that of modeling in clay, done blind¬ 
folded by members of the children’s class.

Under the direction of Rose Pauson and James McCray, 
masters for the occasion, tables and chairs were arranged 
in the hall for the convenience of all the guests at their 
self-provided picnic suppers. Beer was dispensed at an 
improvised bar. There were many party-groups, with a 
good sprinkling of officers in uniform among them. 

Following the supper the artists and their friends re¬ 
paired to the large studio of Diego Rivera’s mural, Age of 
Industry. Here they were entertained delightfully by May 
O’Donnell and her group of dancers-of-tomorrow, and 
Madelynne Greene and the ever-surprising Chang Inter¬ 
national Dancers. Following the entertainment dancing, 
there was a period of dancing-as-the-artists-would-have-it, 
by themselves and their friends, to the ragtime and barrel- 
house of a noted group of old-time New Orleans Negro 
musicians, under the cornet lead of Bunk Johnson. 

At the session’s end, the prize-drawing was held. 
Mrs. M. L. Bandar won the door prize, a large basket 
of rationed food surmounted by a turkey, which the 
Women’s Auxiliary had donated. John Cuddy won the 
beer-tag prize, a War Bond, which he generously re¬ 
turned to the Artists’ Fund.
